A GUST OF WIND

Robert Owens, ‘bus driver, 36 Fleming 
road, Drumcondra, corroborated the evidence 
of the last witness, adding that in his opinion 
the driver was travelling very fast. He did 
not think that the driver intended to turn 
up St. Lawrence road, but a sudden gust of 
wind put him off. his course. 

Guard M. Byrne, Carriage Department, 
said that for an inexperienced driver a sudden 
gust of wind would have the effect of blowing 
him off his course. 

A youth named George Bunting said that 
the machine passed him as he was cycling, 
and the engine was roaring. The motor 
cycle was only a few feet away from the 
witness when the steering seemed to become 
locked, and the machine took a direct course 
for the fire alarm. The witness was not 


affected by the gust of wind.

ECONOMIC DEFENCE 


— 


The Times, in a leading article on 
economic defences, says: While economists 
and bankers are discussing methods of 
stabilising prosperity and of preventing 
recovery from running wild in excessive 
expansion and unhealthy speculation, 
industrialists are having forced on their 
attention the near and the more distant 
consequences of the rearmament pro- 
gramme and its bearing on the fortunes of 
their industries. ‘These industrialists do 
not attempt to estimate the broad effects 
of .the large unproductive expenditure 
which the Government have released in a 
spate along certain channels, but -they 
are concerned with dislocations of pro- 
duction that might, in their view, be 
diminished. if not prevented. 

It is necessary to remember—and 
Government Departments do not always 
seem to know it well enough—that within 
the difficulty of satisfying in time the 
demands of the Government for defence 
is the second difficulty of maintaining 
unimpaired the ability of industry to sus- 
tain the national life at a high level. 
The Government’s work makes a heavy 
draft on the national resources, which 


suddenly, to large, but temporary, de- 
mands which must have priority, and, in 
the second place, “to prepare for the 
readjustment that will. be required almost 
as suddenly when the emergeney demands 
have been met. There is imminent danger 
that the building industry may enter upon 
a period of feverish activity, shortness of 
materials and inflated prices and wages, 
and then relapse into depression in which 
it will drag others with it. If the 
industry is overfed with orders this year 
and next it will as surely suffer, stringency 
in the following years. A similar danger 
of congestion now and of leanness later 
confronts other industries, and their cir- 
cumstances, if foreign trade has to be 
sacrificed in order to meet the Govern- 
ment’s requirements, may, in the end, be 
worse. 

‘Industry and trade are the foundations 
of our economic strength, and from that 
strength is derived the means of defence. 
The nation does not grudge the demands 
for defence, for without national security 
there would be no economic security. All 
that is required will be forthcoming. But 
the business of providing defence should be 
conducted in such a way that the bill of 
costs will be presented only once, and not 
once in increased taxation, and again in 
loss of. trade, diminishing incomes from 
profits and wages, and turther additions 
to the weight of taxation. To ward off 
this second time of payment measures 
must be taken to maintain our oversea 
trade, to set an even course for business 
at home, so far as order and plan can 
secure it, and to foster recovery and in. 
dustrial activity in the distressed areas, so 
that tracts of economic wilderness may 
once again be made productive and a 
source of energy, not of weakness.

MR. EDEN 


“Tt is true the British Foreign Secre- 
tary Eden stated that he did not want 
Europe to split into two camps. But 
there exists a nation of 180 millions at 
the border of Europe which is deter- 
mined to cast Europe into anarchism.

HE University College, Dublin, Law 
- Society held its inaugural meeting in 
the College last night, when the 
Auditor (Mr. T. F. O'Higgins) delivered his 
address on “ International Justive.’* Mr. 
P. McGilligan, T.D.; Mr. M. C. Maguire, 
K.C.; Mr. P. J. Roe, K.C., and the Rev. 
Denis O'Keefe, M.A., were the principal 
speakers. ‘ 
Dr. Coffey, President of the College, wel- 
comed the speakers, 

Mr. P. McGilligan said that if there were 
going to be no League of Nations they were 
going to have war, and if they had war they 
would have horrors one hundred times worse 
than those which had been experienced in 
the last war. In the last war about 300 tons 
of explosives. were dropped on the different 
countries, It was estisuted that in any 
single twenty-four hours that *mount of ex- 
plosives could be dropped anu repeated con- 
tinually. And they would not only be ex- 
andy bombs, but they would be meendiary 
»ombs which would spread poison gas. 

One article of the gue would, at any 
rate, have to be scrapped, and that was the 
article which stereotyped territorially the 
division of the earth. That might bring 
about a re-adjustment of men’s minds, with 
some hope then of progress. The Inter- 
national Court had not failed because of its 
personnel or through adjustment. of problems 
which had come before it, but because not 
enough problems had been brought before it. 

The League of Nations had failed to face 
the big problems, but it had faced the smaller 
issues and found a solution for them. Con- 
cluding, Mr. McGilligan said that small 
nations could help in the cause of world 
peace a great deal by taking an active in- 
terest in international matters. 


LEAGUE'S FAILURE 


Mr. M. C. Maguire, K.C., seconding the 
vote of thanks, said that he thought there 
had been undue pessimism in the speeches 
of both the Auditor and Mr. McGilligan. 
Krom the tenor of their remarks one would 
think that international law was a thing of 
the past. That he refused to believe. o- 
body, however, would fail to believe that 
the League of Nations had failed, Personallv, 
he thought that the word “' failure’’ was 
too mild, The League had been guilty of 
one of the greatest betrayals in history—and 
with its eyes open. It had betrayed and 


the world. 
The conception of international justice 
which they had put before themselves was 


not justice at all, but a justice founded upon 
expediency, and that expediency had been 
dictated all along the line by the dominant 
Powers for the maintenance of an intolerable 
status quo. It was time that the influence 
of the Vatican should be restored to world 
affairs. For centuries the Pope, as head of 
Christendom, was appealed to bv the 
nations of Christendom, and he settled their 
disputes upon fair lines and proper justice. 
The voice of the Pope should be restored to 
the’ Council of the Nations at Geneva, or 
wherever the new Council would be set up. 

Mr. P.,J Roe, K.C., who proposed that 
the Society was worthy of support, said that 
he was not in favour of war, but he was 
equally not in favour of ce at any price. 


war, but everybody also agreed that there 
would be war There never would be peace 
until men forgot their different nationalities 
and joined in one great brotherhood. 
That never could happen until they had 
a central authority, powerful enough to keep 
the rest of the world at peace. He pre- 
ferred to risk occasional war, rather than 
to be a standardised citizen under either 
Communism or Fascism. 

The Rev. Denis O'Keeffe, M.A., seconding 
the motion, said that in the sphere of in- 
ternational labour and international morality 
the League had accomplished most useful 
work. ‘The difficulty of securing any in- 
ternational institution was that it was hard 


| to obtain the affection and loyalty of the 


peoples of the world generally. A man’s 
emotional range was strictly limited to his 
family, his = his city and his country. 
When Max Beerbohm was asked what 
thought the British Empire inspired in him, 
he replied :—‘‘A determination never to 
visit it.” (Laughter.) A man could not 
take an active interest in the whole world. 


AUDITOR’S ADDRESS 


In the course of his adderss, the Auditor 
said that it was one of the saddest chap- 
ters in the world’s history that the glorious 
chance of future peace, which the founda- 
tion of the League of Nations had given 


them, had not been grasped by the world’s 
statesmen, and that nations had 
been so forgetful ‘of their duty 


to mankind as to violate their pledged 
word and honour in the lust for power. 
he fact that Italy had emerged successfully 
and with increased prestige from the 
Abyssinian war was itself a damning re- 
pudiation of the supposed -perfection of 


the sanction if it was not enforced ? 

Referring to the alternatives which faced 
those who would seek to preserve the peace 
of the world, he said that one was to recog- 
nise frankly the failure of the League and to 
abolish it. To-day the nations of the world 
were dividing themselves into various groups 
and alliances for various purposes. Why not 
give that fact universat recognition, and 
divide the world into regional spheres, 
overned . by ‘the different Powers? Let 

apan, said Mr. Higgins, look after the in- 
terests of the Orient; let the United States 
be responsible for the American continent; 
and let Britain rule that quarter of the globe 
which comprised the Empire. This would, at 
least, ensure the predominance of a sanctioned 
law over certain portions of the world’s 
territory; 1t would end the friction of oppos- 
ing national ideas which was so apparent in 
Geneva; and it would restore to the world 
the comparative stability of the concert of 
Europe. 


The alternative was to strengthen’ the 


| Covenant of the League of Nations, to pre- 
| serve the whole system. of international law. 
| by strengthening the organs through which 


it expressed itself, and by eradicating the 
principal causes which had led to the pre- 


| sent chaos in international dealings. 


If the system of international law was to 
be preserved ‘a pledge of . non-intervention 
must be extracted from all nations. To-day 
they found Russian soldiers fighting in the 
trenches round Madrid, and ermans, 
Italians and Irishmen marching behind. the 
banners of the insurgents _ 

In regard to the relations between the Free 
State and England, the Auditor said that if 
there was a strengthening of the system of 
international arbitration the natural reluct- 
ance of nations to diminish their sovereignty 
by submitting to arbitration would be over- 
come. Such reluctance was amplified by the 
economic dispute at present marring friendly 
relations between Great Britain and the 
Free State, and, though arbitration had been 
mentioned several times, no arbitral board 
had yet been set up.

DEBATE AT CHURCH 
ASSEMBLY

HE Bishop of London (Dr. Winnington 
T Ingram) pleaded for an adeguate de- 
fence force, and stressed the danger 
of the Pacifist policy at the meeting of the 
Church Assembly in London yesterday. The 
Pacifists, in his opinion, were the real dan- 
ger to the peace of the world to-day. 
There is no great danger of war if we are 
strong enough he said. If we had taken 
the view of the Pacifists in 1914, either the 
German Emperor or Herr Hitler would now 
be in Whitehall; this island of ours. would 
be a Gevman Province. 7 

When the Assembly resumed the debate 
on Peace and National ‘Defence, the Bishop 
of Southwark (Dr. R G. Parsons) move 
that the Assembly affirmed the responsibi- 
lity of Christian people to support, criticise, 
or oppose all defence programmes in the 
light of Christian principles. 

Lord Daryngton, seconding. the proposal, 
said that he would much rather the world 
should come to an end than that we should 
have another outbreak of war. 


DR. INGRAM’S VIEWS 

The Bishop of Loadon, having made the 
reference to the situation in 1914 (quoted 
abowe) said :— : 

Coming to later times, I should have 
thought that Abyssinia would have cured 
every pacifist in the world. If we have no 
force at our disposal the dictators of the 
world will triumph over the democracies: of 
the world. 

Referring to Dr. Barnes’s speech made on 
Thursday, Dr. Ingram said: ‘* | hate opposing 
the Bishop of Birmingham, because I have a 
great affection and admiration for him. If 
would rather die than see bombs dropping 
on the children and burning their flesh while 
we stand by doing nothing. If the Bishop 
of Birmingham saw a little child «mg "i 
treated he would be the first to go an i 
out and defend the child. 

Dealing with the Government's rearmament 
programme, Dr. Ingram said: “I am all íor 
watching the Government, and 1 do not wish 
to give a blank cheque to any Government, 
but as our Government is intent on peace, let 
us, for God's sake, stand behind it.” (Ap- 
plause. ) 


CANON SHEPPARD FOR 


PEACE 


Canon “ Dick” Sheppard urged that war 
is the ultimate expression of man’s futility 
and wickedness, and it is not the part of 
Christians either to take part im it or to 
have anything whatever to do with it. 

Mr. Hubert Upward, of St. Alban, ex- 
pressed the view that the vast majority of 
the younger educated people to-day were 
opposed to war, tooth and nail. 

“The people who want war are 
across the Channel,” declared the Rev. H. 
G. Crabtree, also of St. Alban’s, “It “1s 
monstrous to suggest that we are promoting 
war. If the Bishop of Birmingham, Canon 
Sheppard and others want. to preach to the 
unconverted, they should go and talk to 
Hitler. They might go to Rome and have a 
meeting with Mussolimi in the chair, 

“Let them go to Russia. To talk to us 
in this Assembly is a waste of time, because 
we all want peace.” 

The Archbishop of York (Dr. Temple)— 
said “‘ Supposing that bombs are dropped on 
the Bishop of London’s Christmas party, the 
Pacifist question is whether the Bishop is 
prepared to send somebody to drop bombs 
on somebody else's Christmas party. He is 
not for a moment denying that it may be our 
duty to die for our country. Hi ques- 
tion is whether it is our duty to kill our 
country.” Dr, Temple maintained that 
Christians were not bound to the condition 
that in no circumstances whatsoever might 
they-take the life of a brother. At the same 
time the conditions must be watched with 
the utmost vigilance. 

““H, can be a Christian duty to kill,” went 
on Dr. Temple. “I think it is true that 
Pacifist agitation is increasing the danger of 
war.” ' 


The original resolution deplored general 
world rearmament; called on all Christians 
to redouble efforts to promote international 
good-will, and welcomed the Government's 
policy to adhere to the League Covenant and 
to use armed forces only for defence and in 
the interests of international security and 


peace, 
When a vote was taken it was decitled to 


accept an amended resolution stating “this 


Assembly recognises the right of the Govern- 
ment to maintain such forces as the Imperial 
Parliament deems necessary for the pursuance 
of this policy, and believes that so long as 
this policy is maintained Christian citizens 


may bear arms in. the cervice of their coun- 
trv ”? 


It was also decided by a large majority

Some of the witnesses, however, drew little 
distinction between heat and gas. All, except 
one, based their evidence on general impres- 
sion, and had not made any specific test by 
means of their flame safety lamps. 


| “UNEASY FEELING” 


The Inspector recalled that Mr. Bonsall, 
the manager, declared that he had: always 
found that he could, get what he wanted in 
the way of money to carry out his wishes 1° 
regard to appliances and safety precautions. 

“1 have an aneasy feeling,’ Sir Henry 
went on, ‘that Bonsall was over-ridden.

BISECTED STAMPS 
RARE BRITISH SPECIMENS 


The keenest interest is being taken in 
philatelic circles in the sale of three of the 
most rare British stamps, which takes place 
on Saturday afternoon, February 13, at the 
offices of Mr. Robson Lowe, ig London. 

The stamps to be sold are the three two- 
penny blues, which nearly one hundred years 
ago a solicitor’s clerk in the North of England 
bisected and used the halves as pennies. The 
Post Office conveyed the letters and accepted 
the half-stamps as adequate payment. 

These three stamps are the only known 
bisected stamps of their kind, and there is 


in consequence no guide to value. Some 
indication of the wo:th of early bisected 
stamps may be obtained from the United 


States 10-cent stamp of 1847, of which seven 
bisected copies are known. These have been 
sold at prices ranging from £125 to £175, 
according to condition 

There is, therefore, the keenest interest and 
speculation as to the prices which will be 
realised by the more rare British bisects.
